DECLARATION OF FACTS PURSUANT TO 
37 CF.R. § 1.47(a) BY BRADLEY P. WILLIAMS 



I am a patent attorney handling this non-provisional utility patent application for 
Silicon Graphics, Inc. ("SGI"). SGI is an assignee of the application as evidenced by an 
Assignment executed by joint inventor D f Arcy M. Tyrrell, III on November 13, 2000 
(Exhibit A). The Assignment executed by D'Arcy M. Tyrrell, III is being filed with the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office assignment records simultaneously with this Declaration. 

SGI filed this application without a fully executed Declaration. A copy of the 
unexecuted Declaration and Power of Attorney as filed with the utility application on 
June 30, 2000 is attached hereto as Exhibit B. Inventors Anne P. Wagner, David Witters, 
Richard A. Peterson and David Lease refuse to execute the required Declaration. This 
Declaration accompanies the concurrently filed "Petition to Make Application for Patent 
Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a)" as supporting evidentiary documents.

The facts are as follows: 



1. On June 30, 2000, SGI filed this application for joint inventors D'Arcy M. 
Tyrrell, III, Anne P. Wagner, David Witters, Richard A. Peterson and David 
Lease, entitled Method and System for Distributed Rendering, which was 
assigned U.S. Serial No. 09/609,046. 

2. On November 10, 2000, a transmittal letter (Exhibit C), the utility patent 
application and drawings, Declaration and Power of Attorney, and an 
Assignment were sent to each of Anne P. Wagner, David Witters, Richard A. 
Peterson and David Lease via Federal Express. Federal Express tracking 
documentation showing receipt of these documents is attached as Exhibit D. 

3. None of Anne P. Wagner, David Witters, Richard A. Peterson and David 
Lease have returned a signed Declaration and Power of Attorney to me. 

4. Sometime between January and March of 2001, an attorney representing a 
company named Wam!Net, with whom the uncooperative inventors are 
associated, Steve Shumaker, contacted me to discuss ownership issues of the 
patent application. In response, I directed Mr. Shumaker to contact the chief 
patent counsel for SGI, Doug Crisman. 

5. Doug Crisman's attached Declaration shows that the uncooperative inventors 
have refused to sign the application. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein on my own knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that
